Anybody conversant with the basic differences between the Hereditary/Traditionalist branches of the Old Religion and the neo-pagan revival 
movement can have little reason to question the authenticity of Galadriel's description of her beliefs and practices in 'Witch is Witchcraft 
L.O.T. 1 However many pagans do have cause to query the accuracy of the statements made in the article about other traditions. 

firstl/, let us take Galadriel's remarks about the dual definition of the word "witch". Very good cases can be made out to prove that the 
term is derived from both "wise" and "to bend". In fact both descriptions fit the traditional image of the witch. Possibly the Oxford English 
Dictionary has the best answer the the problem. It states that witch comes from the Saxon "wiccian" which is "of unknown origin . However 
Galadrie1 is right to believe that witch is a derogatary term used more by our opponents than members of the Old Faith. It is amusing to see 
in comparison, that later in the article Galadriel uses the term "pagan" which is a Roman slang word for a rustic or ignorant country person. 
Quite rightly many followers of the Old Ways reject the title Witch because of the sensational image it conjures up which is encouraged by 
inaccurate history books and the modern media. One is sympathetic to this reasoning while still thinking that wrangling over linguistics is 
time-wasting, non-productive and negative. 

It does not need an academic mind to realise that Gerald Gardner drew his inspiration from various published sources. Anyone with the sligh¬ 
test knowledge of pagan literature will recognize in the Gardnerian Craft the influence of Leland, Crowley, Apuleius and the Golden I awners. 
This has been explained by one of Gardner's earliest confidants Doreen Valiente. She states in 'Witchcraft for Tomorrow' (R.Hale H.9j, 
available from 3.A.), that the Old Man only recieved fragments of ancient knowledge from the New Forest coven and had to fill in the gaps with 
material gleaned from the works of occultists he admired. In contrast to Valiente's inside information we find no references given to 
Galadriel's claim that Gardner was not inducted into the New Forest coven. Is chis allegation based on personal experience, secondhand nnow- 
ledqe or perhaps only hearsay ? At least she does not insult our intelligence by repeating the unlikely story current in some occult circles 
that Old Gerald commissioned Aleister Crowley to write the rituals of modern Wicca for a hefty fee! If Alex Sanders reads L.O.T. no doubt 
he will reply to the question about the age of his grandmother (Yes! he does; wait for L.O.T. 3) It is not my brief to prove or disprove his 
pedigree but the rites of the so-called "Alexandrian" covens are too close to those of the Gardnerian Craft to be coincidental. As for Ray 
Buckland, (Ed. who also reads L.O.T. and will reply in issue 3 too) who Galadriel for some reason seems to dislike, if he were to read the 
introduction to Buckland's book "The Tree" he will find that its author openly admits that Seax Wicca is an improvised modern tradition. 

Unlike Sanders and even (dare I suggest it) some of the self-styled "hereditary" witches, Buckland makes no grandoise claims to ancient origins 
for his beliefs. Many readers of L.O.T. will have taken exception to Galadriel's rather patronising tone when she said..without any tool, 
weapon or symbol or magical garment a hereditary priest can work magic" and suggests that the followers of other traditions would be lost 
without their theatrical props. Any magician worth his or her salt knows that magical tools, candles the incense etc. are symbolic objects 
used to focus the power and concentrate the mind. If a magician, of whatever spiritual belief system or tradition, cannot work effective magic 
seated in an armchair in their everyday clothes then they might as well pack up shop right now! 

As a penultimate reflection on the general theme of Galadriel's article it is out opinion that pagans of all traditions should be working 
togethe to reconcile their differences at this difficult period when the future of the human race is at stake. Finally, are we alone in 
believing Galadriel's closing statement "those who choose to follow different paths cannot show each other the way" to be not only untrue but 
the symptom of a spiritual blindness usually associated with Christian sects who mistakenly think that their path to salvation is the only

Dear Edi or. With regard to the various points mentioned in the article 'Witch is Witchcraft' L.O.T. 1. I would like to add some of my 
own view. , first of all I reject the notion that 'Witch is a derogatory term historically. It is only defamotory when used by those hostile 
o itch raft or ignorant of it's meaning.( a rose is a rose by any other name). As to the etymological derivation of the word; there is 
con usior, created by the co-incidiental similarity of the word in certain of the Celtic and Germanic groups of languages. This philological 
quandary has resulted in confusion as to just what does consititue genuine and authentic Witchcraft. Largely, this is a question of not 
eing a e to see the wood for.the trees,since Witchcraft, is practised by all Races the world over. The dilemma comes with regard to the 
ntish sles, since the majority of Witchcraft now practised here is based on Wicca, as evidenced by the use of Celtic and Romano-Greek 
ods and Goddesses. It is necessary to trace three sources, not one ( in a likewise manner, Alex Sanders received guidance from three 
randmotfers, not one as usually presumed). The word Witch can be traced from-the Welsh 'Wicca' roughly translated as 'bright' hence the 
bright or Shining Ones. However, it can also be derived from the Anglo-Saxon 'Witiga' hence modern English 'Wizzard' or 'Witch' finally it 
can be traced from the Viking or Scandinavian period, old Horse; Vitki, plural Vitkar 'a wise (man) of magic'. The Celts are Anglo-Saxons 
and the Vikings or Scandinavians all practised witchcraft and each group used words similar in each case to Witch. However, the structure, 
orm and practise of Witchcraft difh ■-d in each case as did their attitudes towards it. Galadriel depicts Witches as an ethnic group, 
presuma lyCelt or pre-Celt, as distinct from the Anglo-Saxons who are said to have been genocidal invaders intent on razing the earlier 
culture of the British Isles and with a cringing fear of Witchcraft. Modern historical and archaeological findings suggest otherwise and 
’ a . a rie] elther chauvinistic Celt bemoaning over the past misfortunes of her race, one of the current degenerate breed of Englishmen 
crippled, with self-guilt and traitonous attitudes towards our history and nation or else a rank oustider with rabid anti-English views. 
Modern Witchcraft owes much to the Golden Dawn, Margaret Murray's writings and Geoffrey Lel'and's 'Aradia' but it would be erroneous to 
assume.that it's roots go no further.than the nineteenth century, on this basis alone. I would like to know from what exalted position 
Ga adnel is able to make her patronising and sneering "appraisal" of the modern traditions not already rejected by her; her snide 'pat on 
t e back for their efforts, adds sarcasm to injury. Having dismissed the majority of Witches with a contemptuous wave of her hand, we 
are then informed that there are dozens of hereditary witches with traditions going back thousands of years, maintained in clandestine 
si ence d iwn the centuries by their families. Perhaps she would like to back that statement with proof or else she must take the readers 
-° Y *' ' e fools. If these families have sustained their activities in complete silence and annonymity for 50 long, they would 

not have nade themselves known in their 'dozens’ to anyone as conceited and garrulous as Galadriel, to have their existence revealed and 
X P 01 * :ec | in tdle jerv ice of her literary pretensions, finally she lists two points that no doubt are intended to astound those witches she 
has dismissed as charlatans, and solicit the nodding approval of her readers. 0 f course the gods and many of the other powers and entit¬ 
ies thal nhabit the cosmos have names other than those titles published, even an atheist could tell you that! However, making a statement 
hke that proves nothing,much less, that you are in communion with the Gods through knowledge of their secret names of power, and there¬ 
fore in authority to pontificate on this subject. The book of shadows may well be a recent compilation, but to suggest that Witches come 
exclusive y from peasant stock is ridiculous and absurd. Witches come from all levels of society, now, as they did in the past. This also 
included he.clergy in some cases who could certainly write. If this was not the case, as Galadriel claims, we would not have much of 
the inforiation with regard to paganism in early times. As th c industrious monks of the past preserved much of the old lore in their 
writings.

The God Mithras left his mark more deeply etched an Mankind than Mankind realises. 



If we examine the Mithraic Religion 


from the point in: time where he (Mithras) was at"the-h^ight-;of his popularity, we find his cult spreads back into the dim and dist¬ 
ant past, and forward into present day religion. The peak period for the Mithraic religion was synonymous with the glorious 
Roman Empire at it*s height- it was in tact the Roman army that spread this religion throughout the world as the all-conquering 
troops extended the boundaries of the Roman jurisdiction. Because of the part played by Rome in spreading the teachings of 
Mithraism, it might be appropriate to look back from this point in history and find where they first discovered the cult before pro¬ 
ceeding forward and seeing the influence of it on present day Religion. The God Mitras was first discovered and adopted by the 
Romans when they invaded Persia. It had been the Persian religion from way back in time and although for a period it*s popular¬ 
ity began to fade, a revival was brought about by Zoroaster. In an attempt to trace Mithraism back before the Persian era, I 
hfave looked intib the religions of many ancient civilisations and although I have not been able to trace it in it^s. entirety, aspects of it 
it can be fpupd in many- just to quote two of them. Sun Worship and BuTT Worship. B'Oth of'these sprang from Mithraism.: 

We could, however* conjecture, that Mithraism and it*s god sprang from the original Sun Worship. If this is so, theif the origins 
and roots spread back through Atlantis and the even earlier Lemuria. 

The Le murians were Sun Worshippers and this was their only Religion- they wer e’called the children of RA and RA was the 
Sun God, and to day the land of the Rising Sun is one of the few remaining land masses of Old Lemuria- we know this land as 
Japan a corruption over the years of Ra Pan- as you are all aware the God Pan is half man half animal, representing the £all{or 
a fall of man when the Lemurians mated with the animal - hence the second name of Lemuria, Ra-Pan. As the Lemurian race 
disappeared the Atlantean Empire flourished and theyalso followed the cult of Sun Worsnip. Like the Romans of a later era, the 
AtlcUo.fcea:i Empire spread across the world and from the American Indians we learn of the first Gods to drop from the sky. The 
history of the Hopi tribe informs us that the Gfeat White Gods came in their flying birds. If we now transfer our attention to South 
America, history records that a God, The Winged Serpent, visited them and h£"re'also sun worship was the order of the day and 
this persisted down the ages to the time when the Spanish Conquistadors invaded South America and found in many of the temples 
a Sun made of pure gold suspended over the altar- also of course in quite a number a cross was the altar centre piece, this too 
can be put down to Atlantean influence, the cross being an adaption of the Egyptian Tau, and Egypt was one of the Atlantean Royal 


Colonies. 

It can be seen from these details how easy it would be for some nation, perhaps Persia, to build up a religion based on a God 
falling from the skies and associating this with the Sun God and Sun Worship. I may be completely wrong in my conjecture but 
it is an idect worth considering. Mithras was the Sun God- he was born from the vault of heaven for the purpose of leading man¬ 
kind and became, according to historic evidence the Son of God. The birth of Mithras was a cosmic event- he represeit ed Light, 
Fire and Water at birth. He also holds in his hand the Globe and with the other touches the circle of the Zodiac, while shepherds 
watched and attended his birth. 

Mithras was represen; ed as the youthful God of Time while as the sun god he directed the course of the Sun through the Zodiac* 
In many inscriptions Mithras is invoked as the Sun God* Other impressions show Mithras and the Sun God side by side, one relief 
in Italy has Sol naked and is kneeling on one knee before Mithras, in between them is a small altar. In his right hand Sol is hold¬ 
ing a dagger, point down, and with his left he grasps Mithras*s right wrist. Mithras too holds a dagger in his right hand, point 
upwards the two gods are obviously making a blood pact. One a relief in Rome, that I saw, there were two deities on either 
side of an altar, Mithras quite clearly gripping the wrist of the second eity with his left hand in order to make a small incision 
with a knife, thus sealing the pact with the letting of blood. In the Barberinin Mithraeum at Rome there is a relief showing 
Mithras and Sol standing siae by side with a small altar between them. All these impressions protray the duality of Fathet and 
Son in the one God. Mithras, after concluding his worldly mission, ascends in a chariot and returns to the Sun. 

AFter his birth from the vault of Heaven, Mithras does battle with a Bull (this is featured a great deal in carvings). The Bull, 
is eventually slain and from the blood which flows comes the life giving force that produces the fruits of the Earth. The term 
fruits of the earth means not only fruits but herbs and cereals, the seeds of life. The Bull was identified with the Moon, the 
female helpmate of creation, so Mithras appears taking an active part in creation. Mithras created life anew through the act of: 
J^ull slaying. The bull is also the symbol of Taurus and heralds spring the Birth of new life. 

After the Bull slaying episode we have the story about the hero Mithras obtaining water from the solid rock- this came about,i. 
-th^bhgh the battle that was always waging between the forces of Light and the forces of darkness. At the time of this particular ffl 
miracle the people were being visited with all forms of suffering and hardship by the forces of darkness, hx ving risen above 
each one they were inflicted with a drought. Mithras came to their rescue by firing an arrow at a rock face and water poured 
fg'jrlb from the rock where the arrow had struck, and once more the force of light gained victory over those of darkness. Mithras 
iff dejr ted as the God of Light and also the purifier. In many of the ancient carvings the God can be seen With a torch in his hand; 
this is a dual symbol of Light and purification. 

Under the Church of St. elements in Rome an old Temple of Mithras has been discovered, and the priests carry out excavation 
Work in the winter months and it is open to the public throughout the summer. The altar stone in the temple is in perfect condition 
and the carving is clear and well defined. The fouth side of the stone which is facing the altar itself is quite smooth and clear 
of any ir serpition- on the left and right sides there is a carving of Mithras holding a torch at a downward angle the flames scorch¬ 
ing the earth. The purification symbol- the front of the stone which faces down the temple depicts him with the torch held aloft, 
the symbol of Light, and he the God of Light. In front of the altar was a pit covered with an iron grill and it was into this pit the 
blood flowed from the sacrificial Ball or any other animal that was sacrificed. The temple was so arranged that the worshippers 
gat on either side of the temple, the centre thus being clear formed a broad walk down which tne priests walked in orderly proces¬ 
sion* When an initiation took place at one point in the ceremony, the candidate took up his position in the pit before the altar and 
the blood of the sacrifice flowed and dripped onto him. This symbolised the candidates purification, the birth of a new life and bes¬ 
towed upon him immortality. 

It was quite a strange experience standing by the pit and the altar of this underground temple. Fortunately it was at the time 
empty of visitors so that complete silence reigned- this made it possible to absorb the full atmosphere. Today it- is lit by the 
electric lamp, but was easy in the silence to visualise it as it was with just the light of flickering torches, the whole thing held you 
as if in a spell as the mertal body built up the procession of priests walking up the aisle toward the altar with the initiate follow¬ 
ing close behind, and the whole procedure of a Mithraic ritual was resurrected and burned vividly in the imagination. 

There are many legends of Mithras and his works but I am only concerning myself, with what I consider the main points in his 
birth, life and departure from physical existence. Perhaps I should have mentioned earlier that Mithras was born on the 25th 
December and this remained his particular festival, when the advent of new light and the Gods birth were celebrated* 
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Man s biggest and most powerful enemies are Negative Emotions, all based on the cycle of identification, Imagination (Fantasy) and Justifica¬ 
tion There are some concepts and inner states to which we give a favourable name and whose traditional and popular valuation we accept 
without question, basing our life's manifestations on the apparent meaning and value of the term as universally believed to be true 
One such term is ’love". We think of it as something good and desirable. In fact we even accept it as the anti-thesis of negative emotion 

that is, as a positive emotion. But nothing could be further from the Truth. As I shall attempt to explain. “ 9 - 

As you read this, some of you may think that the author knows little of what he is talking about and is taking "Love" only in its worst 
sense and lowest manifestation. This is not so, but illustrates the very fa:t that in every languageknown to me that same word - love - is 
used to express and describe activities from the level of a physical act wh-se performance we share with beasts of the wild((a type of excre¬ 
tory function) to the level of so-called "Love" of Man for God and of "God" for Man. This should alert us and make us suspicious of such 
a blunderbuss word. 

Let as ask ourselves: what is the essence - this feeling called Love? When a man loves a woman, or vice versa, he desires to unite with 
her, and when a man loves God he desires to unite with Him in what the Christians (and I believe other religions also) call At-One-ment. 

e rnome. t oves comes in, Impartiality goes out: it is man or woman, my country, my God. In fact it is quite clear that love is based 
on and enforces Identification with the object loved. Also, what the lover believes about the beloved is sheer imagination (fantasy) and 
most often the beauty, faithfullness and other virtues attributed to her (or him) by the lover just do not exist. This is easily perceived 
y an impartial observer who is not m a state of love for that particualar person. Finally, it is said that "all is fair in love £ war" 
a c assic example we JUSTIFY every one of our manifestations and re-actions, all types of unseemly behaviour (not excluding murder) with 
the excuses. I love her; she loves me; I must have her; we have the right to this experience with each other regardless of her husband, 
wi e, children etc., etc., Or, at the other end of the scale (and we know from recorded history that this is fact has happened) there are 
those who argue thus: "I love my God- He loves me and all mankind - everyone must therefore love my God and believe in him - Anyone who 
does not believe in my God and does not love Him must not be allowed to remain in that state of sin and ignorance - he must be converted, 
y force f need be, or exterminated if he refuses to be converted and proves himself unworthy of life. Is it not abundantly clear that the 
ree leg:, or supports of love are Identification, Imagination (Fantasy) and Justification?. We already know that these same three are the v 
very heart and soul of the deadly negative Emotions, and that without them negative emotions could not exist. Nor could love, on any level, 
o, i we genuinely try to understand how to Work on Oneself in order to achieve the highest possible state of consciusness, we must conclude 
that the very essence of Love is precisely the same as the essence of all other negative emotions, and therefore far from being good and 
esireable, the state of 'Love' is a state of Evil and undesireable. In short LOVE IS THE ENEMY. Note also that another expression meaning 


'to make love' is 'to sleep together'. This is no accident

IEYS TO GOETIC DEMONS 

The first part of the Lemegeton (being the Goetia of Solomon The King) is perhaps one of the most influential Grimoires of contemporary 
magickal practice. This notwithstanding, the Technical instructions regarding it's modus operand! are incomplete. The 72 demons of the 
Goetia are said to be under the Rulership of the Four Great Kings ruling in the Four Quarters. The Lemegeton states that the various Demons 
are to be called through the Authority of their respective kings and that the triangle of art is to face the.direction to which both demon 
and Infernal Monarch are attributed. But it is nowhere given in the text just which demon is ruled by whom, or to which direction each demon 
belongs, apart from a few references to individuals. We might suppose that the attribution of Zodiacal signs to elements and directions 
furnished the answer (see Liber 7.7.7. availble from S.A.) , but from the occasional references to King and subject within the text this 
method is seen to be invalid, e.g. Pisces is generally called a 'Northern' constellation in astrology but the Piscean Demon Seer is 'under 
Amaymon King of The East'. Crowley's 777 gives the attributions of the 72 evil spirits to the diurnal and nocturnal decanates of the Zodiac 
al signs. From this information and the Lemegetons Eastern Juristiction we have been able to reconstruct the original method of assigning 
demons to the quarters and kings. Bael, Agares and Vassago are demons of Aries, Seer of the constellation Pisces, Gaap of Aquarius. These 
three signs form a quarter of the Zodiacal cycle, and logically constitute the Eastern Quarter of the Curious system of the Lemegeton. 

Thus tke other constellations, working 'backwards' from Aries are readily allocated to their respective Kings and the mystery of which 
King holds sway over whom is neatly solved. The following table shows at a glance the information completing the practical data of the 
Goetia and it's method of evokation.

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GALADRIEL'S VIEWS ON MAGICAL SEX. 



At the risk of giving some of our mure puritanical Wiccan readers a fit of apoplexy, I am going to 
write an article on SEX. Yes, Sex! That subject which one infamous witch queen said was 'All in 
the mind these days'. The same idiot female said in a T.V. interview that "Fertility rites 

are not necessary in our modern times because Mother Nature has chemical fertilizers to help 

Her and they are much better" ! So much bunkum has been written by modern witches about 

what they describe as The Great Rite, that a newcomer to the Craft must feel totally confused as to whether it exists at all; let alone 
what it's purpose is. To start with, let me quote from a few well -known but inaccurate sources what the modern witch actually thinks of 
his/her fertility religion; "Today there is no need to fornicate in the fields in order to make the crops grow. Scientific methods have 
taken care of that" (leo Martello 'Witchcraft the Old Religion 1 ). "At one time The Great Rite was, essentially a fertility rite but now it 
symbolises a fertility of the mind...The Great Rite today is more often performed in token, than in actuality" (Maxine Sanders "Witch Queen") 
"Should you complete a sexual act with your partner in your sacred temple, there will be no sexual drive left to work the magic, moreover 
you will have to re-purify and re-dedidate the whole room" (Gavin S Yvonne Frost; 'The Magic Power of Witchcraft") 

Such are the ridiculous statements made by tke self-appointed leaders of the Craft. So much confusion has been caused by such state¬ 
ments that beginner-witches have told me that "Sex is Evil" and that it "dirties the Circle" or that "It just isn't necessary any more". 

I can speak only for my own tradition but their reasoning seems totally logical to me AND I KNOW IT WORKS. In our tradition there are three 
reasons for the performance of ritual sexual intercourse within a holy place or temple. I will start with the historical reason. Since man 
first discovered the connection between copulation and fertility (and it was a lot further back than Matriarchists would have us believe) he 
has imbued his Gods with great sexual powers and his Goddesses with the ability to create the Earth. To early man, the coming together in 

the sex act of God and Goddess was what made the Earth fertile each spring. The earth was Mother, the Sun growing stronger and more potent 

was FAther. Sex between them was necessary to create all life on the Earth. What was more natural than that man should want to emulate 
the gods, thinking that by his own act of sex he could add his own energy to the earth to help the crops grow. Thus the first ritualised 
matings were the acts of worship of the Gods. As man evolved he found he could become so totally absorbed in the moment of orgasm that he 
could take on the power of the God or Goddess in the rite . Indeed , if done in the correct manner and the right atmosphere , the God and 
Goddess could be induced to enter the bodies of the participants and possess them. Thus the rite became one of communion with the Gods 
a sacred and holy ritual, something more than sex for pleasure, a sacred marriage between the Gods and mankind. The Priests and priestesses 
knew that at the moment of orgasm,(especially so when the deities were present) a power was liberated from their bodies. They learned to 
control and concentrate this power and to send it to do their will. This 'Witch-power' as it was later called, could also be passed from 
one participant to another, the donor would very quickly re-charge and thus lost little by it. And so the Great Rite evolved as a means 
whereby Witch-Power is passed from initiator to new-initiate . Without this power the new-witch has a long, hard struggleto train his /her 
body to summon up the power on it's own. But when it is passed in this manner it acts as a catalyst, considerably speeding up the Witches 
psychic development. 

In my own tradition new members have ALWAYS been initiated sexually and power passed. Some covens insist that sexual initiation only 
takes place at 3rd degree. Since the Hereditary Craft do not have any degrees as sudh but two levels (Priest and Elder) this is an illogical 
rule. Anyway, isn't it a bit mean to deny a member the right to participate in psychic excercise until he/she is 3rd Degree? At any rate 
the candidate/initaiate should be allowed to choose whether he/she wishes to affirm his/her love for the Mighty Ones in the only way you can 
give of yourself totally? 

In the Hereditary Craft we celebrate the Great Rite at each of the eight major festivals in honour of the Lord and Lady, and their 
gifts to us. We use the power to heal, to help or more often we use it for it's original purpose. We use it to help our Mother EArth to 
grow our crops and feed us. We fertilise the soil, we even on occasions 'fornicate in the fields' and I personally feel that Earth needs 
all the help She can get, considering all the poisons that our race throws upon Her surface. Perhaps, as Maxine Sanders says, I should 
be fertilising my mind, but my mind gets it's fertility from elsewhere. Our family, like all other Hereditary families does not perform 
a token Great Rite. There is no need for the symbolic knife in the chalice. We worship as our ancestors before us, in wild and pagan 
abandon. We worship life and that which brings forth life. We worship Sex. And in that worship we draw close and touch the reason behind 
what we are. In the ecstasy of climax we become One with our Gods. We think as Gods, feel as Gods, smel4, see hear and experience as Gods. 
We have transcenced the Earthly urqes and reached something that our language has no name for - In Yoga it is called Samadhi. 

And so seeker, I leave you with these points to think upon. Search your heart! Are you ready for the Pagan Religion? Have you unshackled 
your mind from all the old tenets tauaht you by the Christians and-moralists; that sex is dirty, that it's only for the procreation of child¬ 
ren; that it's something best not talked about? If you believe yourself free, and you seek the old ways, the real and not the symbolic paths 
of the Old Religion, then searchcarefully. There are many who pervert the ancient rites for their own gain, and many more who are embarrassed 
by them and prefer to ignore them. Beyond this there is a majority who do not even know that of which 1 write!. If you contact a coven ask 
them directly what their concept of the Great Rite is.. Beware it they refuse to tell you - only the technique is secret, not the reasons 
behind it. Stick to your principles and eventually the Gods will draw you to then and you will find the path that you have been descined for.

Art of Telesmatic Imagery 


A TREATISE ON THE TECHNIQUE OF 
FORMING ANGELIC IMAGES IN MAGIC 

BY FRATER A.H.E.H'O 


• Hidden, deep within the pages of Dr. Israel Regardie’s monumental 4 volume work, ’The Golden Dawn’'? US two rare gsrtlSF' 
two Papers intended for circulation among the Adepti Minores of that Order, namely: ’Telesmatic Figures’ and ’Further on 
Telesmatic Figures'. As the sapphire is drawn from the earth, rugged and of crude appearance, so do we find these two Papers- 
archaicly written , disjointed, seeming in places to be worthless, Dut, as the gem is cut and polished to a gleaming splendour, 
so do these Papers, when studied and worked upon, synthesize into a gleaming gem,, a radiant sapphire, the reflected Flight 
through which may serve to illuminate the dark pathways of the Cosmos. 

To the present writer's knowledge, this technique of Telesmatic Imagery is to De found published nowhere else, save in the 
'Golden Dawn'. This may seem strange, that a technique such as this has received no lurther commentary - yet this seems to be 
the case. The writer is of the opinion that such a technique should be available to all Magicians and Occultists who would care to 
make use of it. Did not Ale is ter Crowley, in 'Magick in Theory and Practice', declare "MAGICKJS FOR ALL" 

The present writer puts forward no claims of originality regarding these contents, having merely revised and enlarged the G.D. 
Papers interpolating them with information and ideology cognate to the subject at hand; and sh. edding other irrelevant pieces 
to this work, which could only be of use to anyone working the G.D. system or similar. His only claim being that he feels this 
technique to be too important and relevant to the Western Magikal Tradition to remain hidden from a great many people who 
could benefit therefrom. 

At first sight, it may seem, to non-Qabalistic Magicians, that this technique is of no use to themselves, being wedded to the 
Hebrew alphabet and the Qabalistic Tree of Fife, yet the writer hopes that he has shown this to be irrelevant (Image of the 
Goddess Diana), and it should not deter one from adapting it to his/her own system. As a Magikal Device, it's value lies in the 
ability to formulate a workable Image from any Name,Word or Abstract Idea. 

A Telesmatic Image is a pictorial formulation of a Force, which can be built up by combining the descriptive attributions of the 
Hebrew letters composing the Name of the Force, the colours attributed thereto, and other traditional symbolism; the synthesis 
of these devices producing a composite Image representative of the inherent nature of the Force, symbolically correct and 
magikally potent. In formulating such an Image, care should be taken to construct it as perfectly as possible, for in dealing with 
Angelic and Higher potencies one should bear in mind the Holy and Divine nature of their Office, and by using an incorrect 
Image would initiate a current of mperfection onto that particular Plane of existence, therefore casting contamination onto the 
Higher Planes. (Not to forget also, the uselessness to the magician if the symbolism be incorrect, for results other that those 
intended would ensue). 

When formulating a Telesmatic Image, one must take into account the particular Force's traditional place in the scheme of 
creation. Deities are allocated to the Archetypal World of ATZIFUTH, the World of Origination. Great Cosmic Forces, 
known as Archangels, belong the the Creative World of BRIAH. Formative potencies, termed Angels, are allocated to the 
Formative World of YETZIRAH. Expressive Forces, e.g:- Planetary Powers, Elemental Spirits and human beings, exist in the 
World of Action known as ASSIAH. 

Telesmatic Images therefore correlate to the World of Yetzirah (Formative World). A Telesmatic Image can only apply to the 
World of Briah in a restricted, shadowy sense, and hardly at all to the Deific World of Atziluth, Thus, a Telesmatic Image of 
an Archangelic Force would possess a shadowy, barely visible form, with the head concealed (hidden in vapour or luminosity). 

It is impossible to formulate a Telesmatic Image of a God Name (Atziluth ) for it would more properly represent the Form of 
that God correlated into the World of Yetzirah. In such a case one would v isualise the Form along the same lines as a Briatic 
Image - shadowy etc., not forgetting that it is it's correlation in Yetzirah and not a genuine Atziluthic Image. 

The sex of the Image depends upon the predominance of Masculine or Feminine tendencies in the letters comprising the Name 
of the Force, also any traditional or other knowledge one has regarding it's nature. A mixture of the sexes in an Image should 
be avo ded, always taking into account the inherent Balance and Equilibrium of Divine Forces. Certain Names are traditionally 
Masculine, some Feminine, and this should be heeded, irrespective of the testimony put forth oy the total gender of the letters. 

For instance, the Archangel Sandalphon (attributed to the Sephiran of Malkuth and the World of Briah) is traditionally regarded as 
the Feminine Kerub, also, we must take note that it relates to the Briatic World. The testimony of the letters comprising the 
Name of Sandalphon would point to the Image as being formulated as Masculine:- Samekh - Masculine, Nun - Masculine, Daleth - 
Femin.ne, Famed - Feminine, Peh - Feminine, Vau - Masculine, Nun - Masculine^ 4 Male letters. 3 Female letters. 

Gender - Masculine. 

But, for reasons given above (Feminine Kerub), this is an exception tc the rule and is formulated as being Feminine (an example 
of the Telesmatic Image of Sandalphon is given below). Sandalphon is also Named 'Yetzer', moaning 'left', whose letters are:- 
Yod - Feminine, Tzaddi - Feminine, Resh - Masculine. Here the Feminine Gender is clearly alluded to. 

On the subje ct of Sex and Gender, it must be borne in. .mind that these 'Radiating Forces of Divine Fight*, which we shall term 

'Angelic Forces', do not ascribe to any particular Gender in the common material sense of the word, though they can be 
classed accordingly into a Masculine or Feminine 'nature'. To clarify this point, taking the human figure as an illustration, sex 
is not so obviously apparent in the head as it is in the body. Facially, some men look Feminine, and some women vice-versa; 
this not disputing that the countenance can actually be classified under the general heading of Masculine or Feminine. 

It is only when we look at the torso that we can surely differentiate between the sexes. This epicene quality of the Angelic Forces 
is further demonstrated by the fact that' many Angelic Names terminate with -AF or -EF (Aleph Famed); the letter Aleph carries 
a Masculine gender, and the letter Famed a Feminine, thus showing the inherent 'Balance' of the Sexes therein. 

Also, it can be postulated that no Man is 100% MAFE, and no Woman 100% FEMALE, and upon departing from the material 
Plane, Sex becomes even less marked, yet it is appreciable in a different fashion; and to us human beings who operate, most 
of the time, upon the material Plane of Malkuth of Assiah, the distinction between Masculine and Feminine remains. (When man¬ 
kind, in the symbolical guise of Adam and Eve, resided in Paradise, the Garden of Eden, their forms were co-joined and as one. 


Spiritual and epicene. It was only upon the event known as "The Fall' that the spiritual Adam - Eve was separated into the two 
Sexes and banished from their Supernal Paradise into the Material World). 

The different fashion* of ascertaining Gender upon Higher Planes is a reference to the point that tradition ascribes to any 
Force that is of a vehement and rushing nature a MASCUEINE Gender, and anyForce that manifests or operates in a tirm and 
steady fashion is regarded as FEMININE. To illustrate this point, the Archangel KHAMAEF (attributed to the Sephirah Geburan 
and the World of Briah) represents the vehement force that breaks things down when their usefulness is finished (e.g; the hu m an 
body after Death) is traditionally Masculine. It's opposite, TZADQIEF (Archangel of the Sephirah Chesed), patiently and stead¬ 
ily rebuilds things and restores Order to the Cosmos, is regarded as Feminine. 

The example given above may also serve to demonstrate the 'dual' nature of concepts upon tne Tree of Fife, for Tzadqiel, 
Feminine, is situated upon the Right-Hand MASCULINE Pillar: and Khamael, Masculine, upon the Reft-Hand FEMININE Pillar. 
(This is another example of the inherent Balance and Equilibrium of the Tree). Thus is the question of the Gender of a Telesmatic 
Image a fairly complex matter, but practice and increasing knowledge will be a sure guide, so long as one's understanding 
of the nature of Sex on the Higher Planes is not forgotten; but, for convenience in the formulation of Telesmatic Images of 
ordinary Occult Names and Words, the letter attribution of Gender is sufficient to rely upon.

T/n T" L C emy held in trUSt f ° r Manklnd an ancient wisdom of the spiritual dimension inherent in tke material realm . We have looked 
at Alchemy from the outside but, as a mystical tradition, Alchemy has an inwarid dimension. The pursuit of Alchemy is the development of 
higher states of consciousness, and contained in this tradition is one of the Keys to personal spiritual evolution. 

1 world like to indicate something of the way in which Alchemy can be practised today, so that we don't fall into the trap of thinking 
of Alchemy as something dead and belonging only to the past. As a creative engoing tradition, Alchemy can be practised through various 
systems or excercises. Perhaps I can indicate the main forms here. Firstly: Experimental or Experiental method. This involves training

Othet Alchemical ideas can be used in this way, in addition to the four elements, we have thethree Principles, the Salt, Sulphur and 
ercury (rces, and the Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, Sun, Venus Mercury and Moon, are not only the planetary bodies to the Alchemist, as he uses 
these names to refer to the seven archetypal formative forces found on the Earth all around us and within our own bodies. All these ideas 
are used by the Alchemist to structure his outward concentration upon the world. 

. S ° this is the be 9 innin 9 of becoming an Alchemist, to look at the world anew as being formed and wove* out of forces. We can all pract- 
ice this m our own way as a creative experience. 

The seconc method we can begin to practice involves working through meditation with the symbolism of Alchemy. Much of alchemical writings 
are compo^ _d of symbolic pictures which were designed by the Alchemists as aids to mediation. The inward absorption in the symbolism of 
Alchemy begins to develop and strengthen a consciousness within oneself of the architecture of the soul, Man's inner nature and form, and 
anyone whe works with these over a number of years, will begin to feel inwardly, a harmonisation of the different forces and structures 
thin the r being. Many of these Archetypal Symbols in Alchemy are arranged in sequences which mirror the process of inner development. 

Many of th. diagrams are mandalas, that intergrate and bring together through meditation, the disparate elements of the soul. Anyone can 
begin to practice this inner meditation. 

Thirdly, we can work with the Alchemical texts themselves, puzzling and pondering long over their import and spiritual content seekinc 
the deepes layers of meaning contained in these writings. This is not an easy task, as the early Alchemists purposely hid their meaning 
mparadox and intracate confusions of symbolism and allegory, but it is this act of unravelling the mystery that is in itself a form of 
spiritual nraining, a spiritual development. 

Behind ail this paradox, one can penetrate to an awareness that Alchemy reveals a Cosmic Science, that within this mystical tradition, 




there was an awareness of great cosmic secrets about the destiny of matter, that matter is a crystallisation of spirit, a precipitation of 
spirit, chat this potentiality still lies bound in material substance, and that man is the only being who can reveal this hidden, this en¬ 
tombed spirit. The Macrocosm cannot be separated from the Microcosm. Man cosmically, has the task therefore, of the spiritualisation of 
the material world. With this awareness that can grow out of deep contemplation of Alchemical writings, one can begin to feel that Man has 
a place in the Cosmic order, a vital part to play in spiritual evolution. 

So these three facets of Alchemy, transforamtion of our outward perception, the harmonisation of the soul forces through mediation on 
the archetypal symbolism, and the profound awareness of the Cosmic aspect of Man's ddstiny, were practiced hundreds of years ago in the 
Alchemical tradition and can still be practiced today. . ' 

WE can begin to see a point of contact between the ancient Alchemists awareness that matter arose out of the interplay of forces and 
the researches of the high energy sub-atomic particle physics, ie. Matter beings to behave as energy. Also in this century, the inner 
realm of Man, the psyche or soul, has been found to be structured in various patterns, and one of the foremost researchers in this field, 
the psychologist and psychoanalyst Carl Jung, found that this inner structure of the psyche that he had investigated for many years had been 
presupposed by 16th Century and 17th Century Alchemists. Much of Jung's later writings revolve around alchemical ideas. In the last decade, 
an awareness of the Cosmic aspect of Man's destiny is just beginning to make it's impact on outer life. 

We have begun to see over the last few years, the developmentof a new respect for the physical realm, an earnest wish to work with the life 
forces on this planet and not against them. In a sense we can see the birth of a New Alehemy transforming physical forces through alternative 
technology to meet spiritual needs, and with a consciousnessof the spiritual aspect of the world. 

I hope that I have been able to present a clearer picture of Alchemy; As a historical impulse that brought the wisdom of the Ancient 
Jysteries of the Middle East; Greece and Egypt to our land; as a path of inner development with profound depths, still able to be used today 
and finally, I hope that we canall begin to see that Alchemy is still working as a source of inspiration and will contribute towards the 
development of a New Age. 

I also hope thoughl have kept to generalities due to restrictions on space, that enough has been given to inspire some of you to 
Investigate this much neglected and misunderstood Ancient Science which is The Great Work. ADAM MCLEAN.

Comb of tfye Ccmplars? 


During 19/1 preparations were made to extend the subway network for the underground Metro in Vienna, Austria 
As with mo.t engineering problems of this nature care was taken not to undermine any of the historicbl 
monuments at ground level. This particular line passed very close to the 17th Century Church of Maria 
Magdalena ind St. Virgil which stands almost in the centre of the Old Town. Whilst preparing drive ‘ 

tunnelsne c r the church workmen broke into a hitherto unknown underground vault directly beneath the 1 
the building. Historians and archeologists (there are many concerned with preservation of Viennese 
relics,and buildings) could not trace any account of this secret vault in the archives. The illust- J I 

ration shows how the plans of the church and vault lie. To occultists th is vault is of great imp¬ 
ortance as revealed within the 'crypt' as the archeologists have erroneously titled the vault, are 
quite dist net, large Templar Crosses marking the quarters! Templarism, which emerged in 1119 was 
at it's most powerful in the late 13th C., until driven underground (so to speak) by Phillip IIII 
of France. As the Churchof Mary Magdalene in Vienna was finished in 1609 the rammifications are 
considerable. If this vault does indeed prove to be a hidden TEmplar sanctuary it would have been jjfl 

impossible for the heirachy who supervised the building of the Church not to have known of it's 
t xistence as the footings of the Church Spire directly bear on the walls of the vault! The Archeo- fflj 
logists, little interested in occult politics, have labelled the vault a crypt; this being the most 
likely use as far as their unvisionary minds are concerned. The unfortunate thing is that whilst 
they are to be congratulated in their efforts at preservation of the vault (the Metro tunnel was 
carefully built to one side of the vault and the interior has been professionally and capably restored j 
to it's original glory) they have stripped it of the arecheological finds and stored these away at a 
low priority investigation level. Many readers will know that the Templars were known for their car¬ 
ving and engraving artistry and that they revealed much of their rites and laws via the symbolism of 

their regalia/implements. Another interesting feature of the vault is that two wells have been sunk _l 

one at eacl end (marked with a cross on the plan). What follows is only conjecture but it is known 
that many pagan shrines were built upon wells which are considered by sensitives to be the haunts of 
water spirits (note analogy with dowsers who get strong responses from running water, and recent sci- \S. 
entiiic investigations which prove that watersheds give off measureable electrical power) As the j 

Church adopted many Pagan shrines in it's attempt to displace the Old Religion there could have been J 
connected; consecutive occult activity here from early times. Other reasons-may have been that the y 

use of wells for draining excess blood from sacrifices (method adopted up to quite recently for 
the slaughtering of animals); or for it's use in a particular initiation ritual. This may sound 
improbable out Mithraism was and is, in some groups, a very strong Cult. In any event why two wells? 
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The mystery may never be cleared up as far as the historians are concerned for they have despatched 

the vault into the archives. Tomb of the Templars or Temple of the Templars? Or What? To ensure that some pressure is put on she .iennese

MAGIC AMBER The Supernatural Fossil 


FROM THE L.O.T. BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN CORRESPONDENT 

The decorative qualities of Amber are obvious and highly appreciated by everybody. It's magical and curative power, however, has' been forg¬ 
otten and is only beginning to be considered (or rather re-considered) by occultists and holistic medicine. 

Amber was used among the Ancients as a powerful amulet and is often found during archaeological excavations all over the world. Egyptian: 
for example, used Amber for mummifying dead bodies and put pieces of it under their skin. Later Greeks and Persians believed Amber to consis' 
of solidified Sun rays. Thales of Milet, the great Greek philosopher, claimed that Amber had a soul and demonstrated it's ability to generate 
a negative charge when rubbed. In fact the word for electricity is derived from the Greek word for Amber. The Pheonician sailors used to 
visit the Baltic coast, searching for Amber, as early as 1,000 B.C. During Roman Times there were three established Amber Routes leading upt: 
the Baltic Sea and large quantities of Amber were used by Greeks and Romans for making Jewellery, talismans, incense and during magical ritua 
The Gladiators' talisman was a piece of Amber with 'I Will Win' etched on it. Astrologically Amber, as a solar gem, was connected with Leo, 
and in magic it was used asea powerful defence against demons and evil spirits, (both as a talisman and as incense .) In folk medicine it was 
believed to cure a great number of diseases. 

At present the curative properties of Amber are being studied in Poland, especially by the members of the Dowser's Association in Poz"an. 
Jan Podbie1 ski, an engineer and a Catholic Priest as well as an eminent dowser, has found out that Amber helps to keep up good health. He is 
95 years old now and still in good physical and mental health. He discovered that Amber contains a large number of free electrons, which ac: as 
as a bactericidal agent. Wearing rought never polished Amber helps to keep you in good health. Jan Podbielski ascribes his constitution s: 
the fact that he has rubbed his hands with 2 to 3 drops of Amber tincture twice a day for most of his life. He believes it strengthens bet' 
the physical organism and the Aura. Rubbing amber spirit on various parts of the body is also believed to cure such diseases as flu, rheum¬ 
atism, headache, etc. while wearing Amber necklaces heals disorders of the Thyroid gland. 

Czeslaw Klimuszako, a franciscan monk and a recognised clairvoyant advocates drinking 2 to 3 drops of Amber tincture with boild and 
cooled water twice daily. The ratio for it is 20g of Amber per pint of alcohol. It is ready after ten days. The Amber left can be usee 
once again, then utilised as incense. There is much more to be said about this seemingly amazing substance but the avid experimenter will 
find it safe enough to employ it in all manner of trials for physical or psychic benefit and can best ascertain it's potent effects on his 
own magics and his own health. There are so many connecting links about Amber in Occultism that we would soon run out of space here. It 
is made traditional as Witches jewellery (necklaces especially) for use within a magic circle because of it's ability to take and hold a 
'charge' for long periods. Similarly it is said to make magical accumulators permanent and increase their potency. 

Amber is the distillation from an extinct coniferous tree, fossilised under pressure and by th."..,sands upon thousands of years in tire. 

It is found sometimes washed up by the sea on the Baltic coast or as a mineral underground. It is also found in some parts of North ArePca 
and Australasia but is still considered to be very rare and usually fetches a high price.

Sankaras Reality

Vedanta 


Explained 


Sankara or Sankaracharya (c. 788 - 820 A.D.) the great religious reformer and teacner of Vedanta philosophy -was born in the 
Malabar district in the Deccan massif of India. He turned ascetic in his eighth year, becoming the disciple of Govinda a famous 
hermit who lived in a mountain cell on the banks of the Nerbudda river. Sankara died at Kedarnath in the Himalayas at the early 
age of thirty-two. 

Sankara*s main thesis is to show the identity between Brahman (God) and Atman (the Self); and that Brahman alone is the 
Ultimate Reality, for all else is Maya (illusion). He held that we must worship a First Cause in our o wn way but without 
comprehension of reality, for all the reality of the world is contained in God in the form of reality. The God Siva was Sankara*s 
special object of worship, and he is believed to have been an incarnation of Siva. 

ALPHA AND OMEGA 


At different times, places, and by different cultures, the primordial originating life iorce has been referred to variously as 
*Pneuma* in Greek, *Spiritus* in Latin, *Ruach* in Hebrew, 'Ruha* in Arabic and as 'Atman* in Sanskrit. Man following "the 
desire of the moth for the star, " seeks satisfaction in the eternity dimension. In the final analysis what the yogi strives for is 
the integration of his psychic being with his true Self, the Atman, thereby hoping to magically produce the eternal body, the 
NIRMANAKAYA, none other than the homunculusmf Western Alchemy, the purified permanent vechicle of the resurrection, the 
ultimate survival of the individual. The Ancient^Days ordained that his prime creation Man was blessed with the faculty of 
Self-be coming, pointing his pathway to the stars, for "Man is the measure of all things. " 

Sankara*s Advaita or Non-dualistic Vedanta considers Brahman as an indeterminate though unchanging reality, who is Himself 
the sole Reality. Creation is therefore an apparent evolution of the world out of Brahman through his power of Maya. 

The Brahmanic projection of the universe presupposes the ultimate entrance of man's Self into it. The continuance and dissolu ¬ 
tion of the manifested world-appearance serve only as aids to the realisation of the Self, leading to immortality - "That (viz. 
Self-knowledge) is the chief of aH knowledge for it leads to immortality. " (Manu Samhita)-*Sankara, time and again insists that 
in the Jpanishads nothing is spoken of as a means to the attainment of the highest end of man, except the knowledge of the 
identity of the Self and Brahman. He further states that the non-attainment of the Self, is but the ignorance of It, correlating 
thereby the knowledge of Self with its attainment, there being no difference between the person attaining and the object attained, 
the Non-Self being the object attained. He also warns that the attainment of Self is thwarted by ignorance alone. In the same 
way Mother-of-Pearl might be mistaken for a piece of silver. The non-appearance of the former being the result of a false 
impression and its subsequent apprehen sion springing from true knowledge of its reality. Hence for the realisation of Self, 
every other means but knowledge is useless. 

To S, nkara the ultimate truth was pure self of Atman synonymous with pure being, pure intelligence and pure bliss. Therefore 
the wo ld-appearance was unreal. Though Sankara never attempted to prove the world was Maya, he accepted it as indispu - 
table, and as a power of Brahman, indistinguishable from Him. The double function of Maya is to hide Brahman from mankind, 
and to distort Him into a mental picture taking the shape of world-appearance. Maya is therefore indescribable neither real or 
unreal a super-imposition on the Self. Vedanta's summing up of Cosmic evolution is that one Supreme Will (Brahman), is 
manis. esting through the entire creation which is an individisible whole. In this connexion Sankara in his commentary on the 
Brihadaranyaka Upanisad says - "It is not only at the time of the origin and continuance that the universe, on account of its 
non-existence apart from Pure intelligence, is Brahman, but it is so at the time of dissolution also ••••••••• Brahman is to be 

known as Pure Intelligence, one and homogeneous. " 

THE INTUITION OF ATMAN 

What is the intuition of Atman? Let us begin by stating what it is not. It is not a kind of psychism or a feeling of sentience, 
for the intuition of Atman transcends psychism. It is however instant illumination without any stirring of the inner dynamism. 

It has also been said that the highest intuition sees the unity in diversity at the core of all existence. This however is still not 
the intuition of Atman. Whereas the holistic cognisance of the unity of diversity on the planet earth, partakes of an idealistic 
appreciation of the verities of life the intuition of Atman denies the relationship of multiform diversities yet transcends them. 

The j ltuition of Atman when functional implies rapport with the Ancient of Days or Brahman. Mystical experiences and visions 
are foi ms of psychism out of touch with reality and are the results rather of cosmic dynamism, which is quite something diffe - 
rent to the pure intuition of the Atman and is indeed thfiexercise of Maya in its casual aspect. 

In es ;ence the intuition of the Atman is self-consciousness and not other-consciousness. In the ultimate it is final knowledge of 
the Absolute when there is no separation of subject and object: then indeed is intuition immediate and unique. 

Visions and revelations are truths of the mental and supramental dynamism, emperical rather than transcendental. The 
intuition of the Atman is absolute truth, beyond the bounds of experience.

e essence of Sankara's theory of reality is that God, Souls and Nature are Reality itself. God is reality itself and contains 
in the orm of Reality the plane of Nature and the plane of the Soul transfigured on the absolute plane.

BRAHMAN (GOD) 

To describe the nature of Brahman in intelligible yet simple language, is beyond the scope of the Hindu Scriptures: even the 
Upanisads are silent. At best we are told the many things that He is not, the sum total of negations making Him the "Eternal 
Yea • It is only through the intuition of reality or direct perception that Brahman stands unveiled as the only Reality. 

When he has been apprehended by the words 'He is, * then His reality reveals itself. " (Katha Upanisad. ) Sankara explains 
away the finite and the world through the medium of Maya, whose substrate is Brahman. God is pure Being or Awareness, 
or pur< Awareness that is its own Being, the Absolute Light of Spirituality. Tne process of origin from and return to God is 
and illusion.

God, the cause of the world, possesses 
it in the form of cause, that is His own from: this is Sankara* s sublimest doctrine.

"The Atman in bondage is called Jiva. " (Swami Yivekananda). An analytical study of the Upanisads incontrovertibly proves 
the identity between Jiva and Brahman, culiminating in that prime utterance - "Thou art That. " (Chhandogya Upanisad), which 
signifies that identity. 

"I am the Self, O Arjunal dwelling in the minds of all beings. " (Bhagavadgita). 

According to Sankara, the soul is in God, absorbed in Reality, subsisting in itself, in its substratum self-luminous. On the 
plane of concepts divorced from the plane of imagination Sankara maintains that the soul is called to live within a God-conscious¬ 
ness, operating in the effulgent light of its substrate, enabling the soul to look at reality with a divine ideal. The Soul disidenti- 
fies itself from God, considering itself distinct from Him and related to Him as a weak creature dependent on an Omnipotent 
Creator The soul also apprehends itself as outside God and opposed to Him, being but a poor being enclosed in its individual 
body. God on the other hand is the Light that illumines and directs Nature in its totality or the world-body. He is the 
Almighty, the immanent substrate of the world-form. In his Omniscience He illumines Nature, expressing Himself in it. 

In His Omripresence He penetrates Nature and subsists in Nature as its inner Controller, by introducing souls into Nature. 

God subsists in the soul as its Omniscient Witness. 

is contained in absorption in God. Further, in God there is a spiritual Nature, in as much as Nature is 
through and through at one with Awareness. The theistical pantheism of Sankara is also highlighted when he considers the soul 
a pure spirit: therefore our intellect, our mind, our senses, our life, all belong to Nature. The world.is a relative world, 
a superimposition on the Self brought about by a state or states of Avidya or erroneous perception or false knowledge. 

"I am the origin of All; from Me ALL proceeds, " says the Bhagavadgita. 

CONC LUSIONS 

The transcendent Supreme Self is none other than the transcendent Brahman. The origin, continuity and dissolution of the 
universe is mentioned in Vedanta texts for the purpose of strengthening our belief in the prevailing unity of Brahman, rather than 
as a gimmick to make us accept such happenings as actuality. 

Sankara is one with the Bhagavadgita and the Upanisads in insisting that God in His immanence creates and pervades theworld, 
and yet exists beyond it and transcends it. Sankara goes yet further by teaching that God is the Self in us and beyond us. 

In his commentary on the Brihadaranyaka Upanisad he says - " There is a transcendent Supreme Self and It is the cause of 
the universe The man on the Clapham Omnibus in his practical way, identifies himself with his body, but the real 

character of the Self is not known or experienced by him. The Self therefore, is not the body. The mind of man is not the Self, 
for the mind is ever subject to changes, whereas the Self is unchangeable and constant. The intellect is not the Self, for 
during a state of deep sleep the intellect ceases to function, but the Self of man does not cease to exist. It is only in the super¬ 
conscious state of Samadhi that the Self is revealed, for in the mystical state the seeker experiences pure existence and pure 
consciousness, correlated with pure bliss or peace. This Self identical with God, is the Reality underlying both man and the 
world.

SECRETS OF PERFUME 

Perfumes are the essences obtained from plants to which the flowers, leaves, etc., owe their fragrant odours- the art of per¬ 
fumery deals with the extraction and properties of those essences and their preparation in convenient form for use in oils jincenses 
and scents as well as aromatherapy and regular commercial needs. Gum resins have been in use from very ancient times; they 
are exudations from trees, and their odours, in common with others possessed by plants are probably germicides or insecticides. 
Gums are chiefly used however for the perfumes they yield on burning not for extraction but can be tinctured or imbued into 
"carrier ' oils. The true perfumes are essential or volatile oils contained in minute sacs in the leaf as in mint, in wood (as in 
sandalwood) in bark, (as in cinnamon), in seeds (as in nutmeg) in rind of fruit ( as in lemon) in petals of flowers (as in rose and 
lavender / or, as in the case of orris, in the rhizome. The extraction of the oil is performed in several ways. In the process 
known as enfleurage , when a fat or grease (beef suet, lard) is prepared and clarified, and spread on wooden frames in dark 
airtight chambers. On this the flowers are scattered and renewed regularly the surface of the grease being scratched to expose 
unaffected portions. So long as the flowers are in bloom and available for use the grease remains unchanged. It is then melted 
and strained and placed into jars or other recepticles. In other cases the aroma is caught in pure olive oil contained in felt placed 
above the flowers. Jasmine and tuberose are best prepared by enfleurage. 

In the process of maceration , warm oil or melted fat is prepared, and the blossoms infused for several hours, being then stra¬ 
ined away and fresh flowers immersed; The oils or fats produced are treated with pure absolute alcohol, which absorbs the 
essential oils and is decanted. 

In other cases the flowers are placed in water in a still, and the oils are carried off with the steam and collect on the surface of 
the water, from which they are siphoned off. This is the method employed with woods, barks, seeds etc - construction of a 
still is illegal without licence from customs and excise but simple constructions can yield sufficent essential oils when built from 
ordinary household implements which dismantle easily and cannot be identified as anything other than household utensils. 

Oil may in some cases, where it is present in large quantities, (as in lemon and orange peel) be pressed out. The amount of 
perfume obtained varies with the species of flower and also with the season. More than one odour may be obtained from the 
plant ; in the case of the orange, the fruit yields Portugal oil, the flower a distinct odour, neroli, and the leaves yet: another 
known as "petit grain". The process may give a distinct odour, for neroli is not orange scent; that is obtained by enfleurage. 
Essential oils are all soluble in alcohol, and this solution forms the usual commercial 'scent'. Sometimes the oils and alcohol 
are distilled together. The best perfumes however, are produced by steeping the pomades and oils from the enfleurage process 
for several weeks at a gentle warmth. 

In the case of ambergis, castor, civet, musk etc., thes:: are formed into a tincture by solution in alcohol. Several terms are 

in common use, mostly French in origin for obvious historical reasons. Extraits ; are strong solutions of the oils in alcohol 
after the process of infusion. They may be simple or blended, Esprits ;are weaker solutions. Essences; may be the volatile 
oils themselves, or strong solutions of them. The terms bouquet and nosegay are applied to blended perfumes which have no 
one distinct flower odour. Of animal perfumes there are only four in use: musk, civet, ambergis, and castor. They are all 
extremely powerful. Genuine musk, for example, will impart odour to polished steel, though it will itself lose all fragrance 
within a year] Civet is even more potent than musk and both are insupportable when strong, Castor is reddish-brown, and is 
used in the dilute state. Ambergis from the stomach of the whale has a musky odour. They are all used in very dilute states, 
or merely to provide a base for bouquets they have the 'quality of fixatives and strengthen the 'resolve*of the perfume. 

Synthetic chemistry has been succesful in the preparation of artificial substances with practically the same perfumes and other 
characteristics as the natural products : Oil of cassia is mainly cinnamic aldehyde, C6H5CH = CH. CHO, which may be prepared 
from benzaldehyde or by heating the formate and cinnamate of calcium together, Vanillin, from the pod of the vanilla bean, can 
now be synthesised in the laboratory. From phenol, through salicylic aldehyde, is prepared the essence of the tonka bean. 
From the esters and ethers other substitutes can be prepared. Chlorostyrolene is a substitute for hyacinth oil; from 
naphthalene the methyl ether of naphthol, C10,H7, (OCH3), or nerolin, is produced as a substitute for neroli oil; other substitutes 
for this are methyl anthranilate from benzoic acid and the ethyl ether of naphthol, bromelia; niobe oil is substituted by the 
synthetic methyl benzoate; jasmine oil by styrolyl acetate from benasne. 

As perfumes such substitutes are satisfactory, but as corresponded occult materials their use is suspect. This is why the 
Sorcerer's Apprentice ensures that if expense dictates even if a fraction of a percent only is included, at least some of the 
genuine article is put into the rarer oils they purvey. This brings the stuff within the reach of the regular occultist and yet 
they still work between the planes. None of the secondary organic constituents and micro-organisms are present in these 
synthetics. Beyond the general use as scents, perfumes are in use in various powders and dentifrices, in the manufacture of 
tobacco, as well as for flavours, and in occult use as basis for annointing oils, washes, incenses and rituals. 

KEYS TO THE MYSTICAL DOOR 

The Secret Key that opens mystical doors to the .hidden treasures of the Universe is activated desire * When you long for 
something with intense emotion you release magnetic and electrical forces within your mind which direct you to the fulfilment of 
the goal s you desire. It is essential to positively programme yourself, as most of us are^and were, negatively programmed by 
our parents, church, school, society, into negative, weak and unhappy individuals. It is helpful to read the desiderata* when¬ 
ever you feeL discouraged, worried or insecure. 

Follow the Law of Cosmic Giving: Give your talents, your creative energy; your time; your consideration; your encouragement; 
your smiles; your friendship; all with the thought that you are helping the world. You w/jll, under the Cosmic Law or Reciprocity , 
receive in return something of equal value to that which you have given . 

Love is a healing force. Each day practise by sending out your love and compassion to others. When someone approaches you 
with an attitude of hate, envy or dislike, send out the emotion of love to that person, say *1 send you my love and compassion 
and you will respond with love. * A belief in bad lick, sickness and accident actually programmes the subconscious mind with 
negative forces that cause such unwanted conditions.

Most experienced occultists are aware that the Keys of the Tarot have magical and meditational usages aside from divin5tory practices. 

The use of the Tarot as a means of self-analysis can be of the greatest value to those enganged in The Work. There come times in the 
progress of all those on the Occult Path when there is a need for a re-assessment of the position of the psyche in relationship to it's 
surroundings. Many tarot students may wish to work solely with the Major Keys, but the Lesser Keysstoo are sources of Occult and psycholog 
ical meaning, and the present writer feels that they have bean unjustly neglected. Consider for a moment the four Tens of the different 
suits, or the four Twos. Their relation to magical workings and to Jungian psychology will be apparent to those who have an insight into 
these systems and to the Tarot. Even one who is unversed in the Tarot, if at all sensitive to impressions will be struck by the pictorial 
images while running through the Tarot Deck. How much more so in the case of an experienced occultist. 

The proceedure for this kind of analysis is one that is best conducted within the focus of a circle with such appurtenances (lights, 
incense, colours, icons etc,) which the operator feels to be correct. After a preliminary meditation and invokation the operator begins 
to turn over a Tarot deck in consecutive order, while maintaining a detached yet watchful state of mind. While many of the Keys will be 
passed with no inner response, some will produce a tremor of Accord or recognition. These must be placed aside in order. If this ritual 
is performed under the correct conditions, the resulting group of Tarot Keys will not be large (The exact number will be variable but it 
is usually between four and ten) Normally when this part of the proceddings is finished there should be a pause for a second meditation 
before the significance of those cards selected are studied for their impact on the deeper levels of the consciousness. If the operator 
is to benefit he must be completely honest in his interpretation of the Keys as they relate to himself, and it has proved best in practice 
to make a written account of the Keys. First these must be studied individually as representations of facets - positive or negative, of the 
reader's psyche; then the smaller and very revealing details of the main symbolism should be considered.; finally the Keys should be read in 
a connected sequence. Contemplation of the chosen sequence as a whole will make clear not only the strengths but the weaknesses of the op¬ 
erator and they will suggest openings for new methods within a specific magical framework. Occasionally this method will result in as few 
as two, or even a single key, this will not produce a less meaningful reading, for such is the wealth of symbolism contained in each key 
that a single one can say all that is requred. Before the circle is closed the details of the working should be transfered to the magical 
diary (as should the results of all Occultlexperiments undertaken) Future study often elucidates the meanings still further. The'House of 
Mirrors' once a feature of the fair-ground amusements presented the physical form in a series of distortions. The Mirror of the Tarot 
presents the inner-self devoid of distortions, and leads to a fuller knowledge and enlightenment, if applied conscientiously. J.H.

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In response to Ray Sherwin's article in L.O.T. issue 1-(the article headed Bugger The Bogies ) which was valid but could be a source of 
distress to many less practically experienced exponents of Magic, especially those undergoing The Dark Night of The Soul (the experience 
that invariably follows Initiation). The main problem the 20th Century occultist has is in the grasping of Ihe LAW. By this I mean THE ONE 1 
LAW and it's myriad of manifestations in Nature. Many occultists fail to recognise that the Universal LAW that spirals a sea-shell; sends 
water down :he plug-hole; circles the weather low pressure systems etc., IS THE SAME LAW that spirals Galaxies and Body Fluids within us. 

At the beginning of the century, aviation was on everyones lips. Many weird theories of flight resulted in many weird looking flying machines. 
Men who were convinced they were right, insisted on trying to jump off the Eiffel Tower, and attempted other lunatic flights, leaving the 
rest still wondering why they had failed. The inability to produce a safe, practical and productive form of air transport AT THAT TIME 
was simply ignorance of the natural law of flight . Despite millions of insects, birds and other flying creatures wheeling over their heads 
(as they had done for millions of years previously) these early aviators (as many occultists do today) thought that the laws of flight did 
not apply to themas men. That they were somehow different. It was only when one particular man who was observant and receptive enough to 
pick up anc investigate a dead bird he found, and based his theory on flight on his experiments with it, was a practical machine ever made. 
Being isolated his discovery didn't reach the'modern'world, but the Wright brothers (nearly 100 years later would you believe) caae to the 
same conclusion and did build a workable machine. Even today, the best aircraft are the ones which are closely modelled to the bird. One need 
only look to nature for our yardstick of the LAW. 

The apoaratus which is the most useful to the occultist is his Subconscious. The Subconscious is the most efficient bio-chemical computer 
ever. In it, over thousandsand thousands of years of evolution the LAW has been imprinted to produce a being whose potential is UNLIMITED. 

Man can, however, only use this 'computer' to it's full potential if he uses a language that the subconscious can understand . A computer 
needs a comnunication system to work with (i.e. a language) whether it be Basic or Binary. The elements of that language have to be given a ' 
VALUE e.g. != 10 or A =1. etc. OR in the occult, Yellow is Earth, Jupiter is expansive, generous etc. If that language applies to the operator 
and can be inderstood both ways, all well and good. Howevey, if the computer operator doesn't know the language no benefit is gained. 

Today modern computers have come into their own since Man has learned to program the computer TO SPEAK HIS LANGUAGE. Now everyone is learn¬ 
ing to use hem effectively, from school kids to grannies! For the occultist, it is slightly different because he is not the creator so it 
things must be done the reverse way round . He must learn the language of the Subconscious. Here the Job is simple because the subconscious 
is using th> One Universal Language allied to the LAW. The subconscious has the capacity to do thousands upon thousands of little and great 
things, on a microcosmical and macrocosmical scale. Our problem is knowing when and how to manipulate the 'computer !. Imagine, the result 
of trying to control a vast computer like the one in the Pentagon, say, without access to the 'Keys'. The result could very well be catast¬ 
rophic for he world, but Man is ingenious and places safety devices against idiots who may press the wrong buttons. The Tao is just as 
clever. The trouble with Occultists is that they insist on pressing buttons before learning what the buttons will unleash and then they wond 
wonder why :hey get Bogeys. 


There are some occultists who say all is Chaos and make up their own LAWS and end up like the earlier aviators, at the bottom of their 
own Eiffel lower, rubbing their bums saying 'I am perplexed'. If we insist on Invocations and Barbarous words of Power from an Old Grimoire 
that we do not consciously understand , the subconscious will give us 'Bogeys'; this does not mean that the Grimoires are any way invalid 
however! he authors of these 'Grimoires' may have been simple in their living, food and pastimes but they were at the same time perceptive, 
wise and ex remely resourceful. The Grimoires Did Work, for them because they recognised the One True Immutable Eternal LAW. They reduced 
the principles and qualities and effects of the LAW into personifications of force; SPIRITS & DEMONS. They gave them names and appearances and 
and each had a Seal. This seal can be likened to a Random Access Memory on a modern computer. You place in the Key Word/Number or in our 
Occult exam)le the Seal. Then you get the Formula or process you have 'programmed' in front of you on the screen, likewise in our subconscious 
the spirit appears'. Then you need only apply the formula to gain results from the spirit or force you have conjured. 

Don't klock the Grimoire Ray, for Christ's sake! What is Wrong is our ability to use the Language. How do we learn to use the language.? 
Look around ind Observe . It's all around us, in the geometrical perfection of a flower, the sequence of colours in the sunrise and sunset, and 
so on. MAN KNOW THYSELF is the charge. To know oneself and ones relationship to NATURE and THE UNIVERSE. Man today, in comparison with the 
Ancients, is at a disadvantage. He is surrounded by concrete, fumes and noise, or at least the majority of the population do so suffer. An 
occultist Ccn learn more by taking himself deep into Nature and being STILL than sitting in a small pokey room racking his brains over the 
Enochian Ke\s. In many occult works the word CHAOS occurs. Let us examine this word. It means disorder, confusion. The state of matter 
before reduced to order by the Creator...and the first unformed state of the Universe according to some theologies. To the many newcomers 
to the Occul I say Be Careful ! Look around you, the Universe is in no way CHAOTIC. Perfect Order exists everywhere and the only difficulty 
we may have inRerceiving this is placing ourselves in the same TIMESCALE as this order. I was told in a particular Occult shop by an enthus¬ 
iastic occulcist, ( I’Knew he was enthusiastic because he was covered with what seemed like every type of talisman in existence)"Yeah, well 
it's all Chaos 'in it?". Then everyone wonders why we get Bogeys! 

Just recently I have met a number of learner occultists on the verge of paranoia. On asking them what they have been doing to get in 
such a state many have described rituals varying from Bannishings to Evocations. Why the Bogeys? As I see it, by not embracing the LAW 
totally. They go to their Temples or workrooms, say a few 'words' get a ZAP then forget it and return to a life which ANYTHING but embraces 
the LAW. The only way to bury the bogeys is to give up occultism altogether OR embrace the LAW in every waking minute. Modern man must 
perceive the LAW at work, when he is driving his car, eating his food, lighting a gas fire, etc. etc. OCCULTISM IS NOT A PASTIME. IT IS THE 
ONLY REAL WAi OF EXISTENCE. Man places himself out of touch with the LAW by eating the wrong foods, smoking and drinking to excess and so 
on. Then Man wonders why he gets Ill. This is a Bogey too! We often laugh at the language and words used in old Magical textbooks, but I', 
I'm afraid as far as magic is concerned it is WE who are backward. I quote from the BOOK OF THE SACRED MAGIC OF ABRA-MELIN THE MAGE (Ed: 

* s aole from the S.A.) from the Second Chapter Page 53 (the second part/book) entitled 'What we should consider before undertaking 
the operati "... In like manner as I myself at present, so even should you think, before entering into this manner and before taking of 
the possess i of so great a treasure how much this Gift is sublime and precious and how vile and base are YE yourselves who be about to

n magi cal circles during the last decade a wider knowledge and practice of sex magic has appeared. Ihe recognition that there is but One 
creati-e power, which is equally potent whether used in art; for procreation; or for magical workings; is one of the most important ide~in 
e oc< ult movement today. Even now there are many practising occultists who seem to regard Shamanism as something related to far eastern 
countr es such as Tibet, but it would not be unfair to say that all powerful magicia ns must become aware of Shamanistic ideas and orartires 

d T?° SUCCeSsfuL That State wherein operator not only mediates between this plane and that of the powers known 

as God, but actually effects in fus own-selr a Union with those powers must.be essential for any form of La haute magic. If this heightened 
state ,f consciousness is to be allied to and attained through the carefully directed use of the sexual impulse then it must be worked out in 
conditions that are completely suitable. Such conditions are produced by a combination of the Magical Will and the Magical Imagination, and i 

is sad to say that there are many who aspire to this kind of magic who possess neither. A deficiency of this kind can only be corrected by 
proper training and practice. 

Choice of the Gods or Goddesses that are to be identified with as the framework tor such a working will of course be something that only 
the operator can decide upon, but once that decision is made a thorough knowledge of the chosen god-forms with all the associated symbols 
and Mythological details will help to create a complete mental and emotional picture.

one ail together 1 for it is upon these that the success of the Process depends. 

The t me will be determined by those seasons known from of old which indicate when the cosmic tide, are at their strongest. Which of 
tese periods throughout the year is to be chosen will be relative to the purpose of the Magic; and t.he subtle differences between the 'times' 
wi be utilised, for while they are all equai in power they are each different in their range and t-.p- of correspondences. 

There must always Ire 
t ie fir le to contain the power, and such details that correspond with the special feature, of the Working. Where a Magital Partner is used 
this wi 1 give Liie presence of the loved one. There must be a complete understanding of the part which the magician and his co-worker have
